REV. JOHN T. BELL 


Rev. John T. Bell was the son of a 


SfethocBst ftreacliei', Rev. J. Foster 
Bell and, waJ5 born at Woodland July 
• " 7 6 ; , '1Vd; years later the father 


leaving this, widowed 
motner 


with but the one child. 


Later in life he entered Lafayette 


College and completed the course. At 
this time he ma'rried Miss 
Claudia 


Kitchen and to this union two girl's 
were born, Emory and Helen. 


In 1900, with Rev. Armstrong, now 


pastor of the West Side Church and 
Rev. B. A. Salter, former pastor of 
the same church, he entered the tnini. 
stry of the Central Pennsylvania Con- 
ference. He was appointed to Blain 
1900-3 and thereafter served the fol- 
lowing: charges, Belleville and Yeag- 
erstown '04-8; Eleventh Street, Clear- 
field '09-11; Watsontown '12-16 and 
Bedford '17-21. 


Rev. Bell had never been a robust 


man, 
in early life diseased bone of 


one foot had left him a cripple, and 
later a neglected empyema of 
the 


chest made him a fit subject for tuber- 
culosis. While in Clearfltld his health 
was unusually good, but after moving 
to Watsontown, a hemorrhage from 
the lungs required him to do very 
little work for a year. He again im- 
proved and was removed to Bedford. 
Thin was one of his most buccessful 
pastorates and during the war he was< 
the most popular speaker in the coun- 
ty for the Liberty Bond drives. Bed- 
ford was also on the Lincoln Highway 
and hundreds of truck trains brought 
many of the soldiers to that 
to%vn. 


Ho was greatly interested in these 
young fellows'and his enthusiasm led 1 
him past his physical capacity. Tu- 
berculosis again became active in his 
lungs spreading to other parts of/ his j 
body. Suffering and pain were daily 
companions. After some months im- 
provement justified his removal 
to 


Albuquerque, New Mexico, where ho i 
was u patient in the Methodist Deac- 
onness home. This movement proved 
to be a detriment for the high alti- 
tude caused almost daily hemorrhages j 
and he was sent to his mother's home • 
in Milroy in July 1921, later returning 
to Bedford. Since November he has 
been very ill and an intense sufferer j 


Rev. 
Bell was a man among men | 


and boys wherever he went. He prea- 
ched a practical, helpful sermon and 
lived up to the ideals of* his minis.-

try. His kindly smile and the simpli- 
city of his message made him beloved 
by the young people and children, who 
filled his church Sabbath after Sab- 
bath. 


From the time he dedicated himself 


to God, he never turned back. 
He 


possessed a wonderful faith in God 
which was contagious and throughout 
his long illness he maintained that 
faith, without wavering. It was a pri- 
vilege for him. to serve others and 
when sickness prevented his going s- 
bout he wrote letters of cheer and 
comfort to those he felt it might help, 
still striving to live up to a vow that 


j each day ho would try to make an- 
other's load lighter, comfort the sorr 
rowing and cheer the downhearted. 
Humility and service to others wera 
the secrets of his ministry. His many 
friends will feel this loss very kindly. 


He is survived by his mother, Mrs. 


M. E. Bell of Milroy, his wife and 
two daughters Emory and Helen of 
Bedford.

Rev. John T. Bell was the son of a 


SfethocBst ftreacliei', Rev. J. Foster 
Bell and, waJ5 born at Woodland July 
• " 7 6 ; , '1Vd; years later the father 


leaving this, widowed 
motner 


with but the one child. 


Later in life he entered Lafayette 


College and completed the course. At 
this time he ma'rried Miss 
Claudia 


Kitchen and to this union two girl's 
were born, Emory and Helen. 


In 1900, with Rev. Armstrong, now 


pastor of the West Side Church and 
Rev. B. A. Salter, former pastor of 
the same church, he entered the tnini. 
stry of the Central Pennsylvania Con- 
ference. He was appointed to Blain 
1900-3 and thereafter served the fol- 
lowing: charges, Belleville and Yeag- 
erstown '04-8; Eleventh Street, Clear- 
field '09-11; Watsontown '12-16 and 
Bedford '17-21. 


Rev. Bell had never been a robust 


man, 
in early life diseased bone of 


one foot had left him a cripple, and 
later a neglected empyema of 
the 


chest made him a fit subject for tuber- 
culosis. While in Clearfltld his health 
was unusually good, but after moving 
to Watsontown, a hemorrhage from 
the lungs required him to do very 
little work for a year. He again im- 
proved and was removed to Bedford. 
Thin was one of his most buccessful 
pastorates and during the war he was< 
the most popular speaker in the coun- 
ty for the Liberty Bond drives. Bed- 
ford was also on the Lincoln Highway 
and hundreds of truck trains brought 
many of the soldiers to that 
to%vn. 


Ho was greatly interested in these 
young fellows'and his enthusiasm led 1 
him past his physical capacity. Tu- 
berculosis again became active in his 
lungs spreading to other parts of/ his j 
body. Suffering and pain were daily 
companions. After some months im- 
provement justified his removal 
to 


Albuquerque, New Mexico, where ho i 
was u patient in the Methodist Deac- 
onness home. This movement proved 
to be a detriment for the high alti- 
tude caused almost daily hemorrhages j 
and he was sent to his mother's home • 
in Milroy in July 1921, later returning 
to Bedford. Since November he has 
been very ill and an intense sufferer j

Bell was a man among men | 


and boys wherever he went. He prea- 
ched a practical, helpful sermon and 
lived up to the ideals of* his minis.-

try. His kindly smile and the simpli- 
city of his message made him beloved 
by the young people and children, who 
filled his church Sabbath after Sab- 
bath. 


From the time he dedicated himself 


to God, he never turned back. 
He 


possessed a wonderful faith in God 
which was contagious and throughout 
his long illness he maintained that 
faith, without wavering. It was a pri- 
vilege for him. to serve others and 
when sickness prevented his going s- 
bout he wrote letters of cheer and 
comfort to those he felt it might help, 
still striving to live up to a vow that 


j each day ho would try to make an- 
other's load lighter, comfort the sorr 
rowing and cheer the downhearted. 
Humility and service to others wera 
the secrets of his ministry. His many 
friends will feel this loss very kindly. 


He is survived by his mother, Mrs. 


M. E. Bell of Milroy, his wife and 
two daughters Emory and Helen of 
Bedford.
